THE MURDER IN THE SNOW.

I8 THIS THE MAN WHO WAS SEEN
IN THE CITY LINE CAR?

——

The Body Not Identified-The Coroner's Ine
anest Degun—Something that Looks Very
Iike a Mare's Nest—The Result of the
Autopsy-Was he n Hoss Dontman ¥t

The corpse of the man found in the
Elysian Flelds, Hoboken, on Thursday night last
still lies unidentified. A number of persons
visited the Coroner’s oMce yesterday and viewed
the body, but without recognizing It.

Yesterday afternocon an old gentleman, de-
scribing himself as Charles Placide of Sullivan
street, New York, called on Chief Donovan and
sald that he thought the dead man was one John
Cadden or McCadden, whose friends kept

a tin store on Eighth avenue. McCadden,
Mr. Placlde sald, was at one time a
plumber on Staten lsland, and bad a

very particular friend named Charles Derively,
employed on the tugboat Don Juan. A BN
reporter made dilligent search for John Mo-
Cadden’s relatives but without any certain re-
sult. John B, Caden of 801 #ixth avenue, plumb-
er, suppoces that his father was killod during
the war, at Fort Fisher, but is not certain. At
all events the old man has not shown up since
1801, He does not think that the Hoboken vies
tim is his father, but the description, he says, Is
very like his. He will go to-day to Hoboken to
look at the corpse,
THE POST-MORTEM EXAMINATION,

Yesterday afternoon the county physician and
his assistant made a post-mortem examination of
the body, The wound behind the right ear had
broken the skull and driven a piece of it into
the brain. The body was found In a perfectly
healthy condition, the man having evidently
been a total abstainer from liquor. During the
day District Attorney Garretson went over the
scene of the murder, accompanied by Chief
Donovan.

Mr, Woodfine, a resident of Hoboken, told a
BUN reporter that on the night of the murder he
left the ferry in & car of the city line about a
quarter past 8 o'cloek. The driver, he observed,
was a middle-aged man, with lght hair and
beard, At Seventh street only five passenygers
remained on the car, At Elghth strees three of
these, young clerks who are well known, got off
Mr. Woodfine rode on a yard or two further,
standing on the step and watching for a clean

spot. He observed that
ONLY ONE PASSENOER REMAINED
inthe car. He resembled close the dead man

now in the Coroner's keeping.

Yesterday the following letter was received at
the SUN office:
7v the Editor or The Sun.

Sig: How is it that ip all the accounts of the Elysian
Flelds murder no one mentions that blood marke were
to be neen every few feet from where the body lay nlong
the path past the hotel apd down to the dock 1o the
Fields ? | saw it on Sunday morning, and 1 belleve that
the muderer was hurt by Lis vicuim, sod escaped inthat
direction,

The SUN reporter read the letter to Chlef Done-

ovan, and gave this explanation: The marks re<
ferred to did not exist before Saturday., Un
that day a dog was run over on Washington
street, and wounded. Bome boys drove the
bleeding animal down to the pler to drown him,
Hence the marks on the snow,
Chief Donovan says that the murdered man
may have been a boss boatman. Within a few
blocks of where he was found a number of canal
boats lle, and he might have just arrived in
town and been hastening to visit his Loat when
he was murdered

The prisoners nt headguarters were visited by
their wives yvesterday.  The latter went to the
Coronee's ofice and looked at the corpse.

The investigation into the cause of death of
the unknown man found dead on Thursday
night last was begun yesterday

The inquest was opened shoitly after T o'clock
A. M. in Stemmler s Hall, 61 Washington street,
Hoboken. District Attorney Garrison was pres-
ent. ‘The following jury answered to thelr
names: Chas.

Chief Chas, A. Donovan described his visit to
the scene of the murder next day, and his find-
ing new tracks through the snow from where
the corpse was found across Washington strect
and entering Eleventh street on the south,
about Giteen yvards down Huul where the track
begins to curve, He described his visit subse-
quently to Funcheon's at the Colonnade House,
llie found there Mr. Fiebein, & German boy
named Carl, and Mr,

Shepherd, who was in
charge of the place on behall of the railroad
company who had purchased it. He inguired
whether any person had been lurking around,
and was told that a few men bad been found
there sleeping a few days before and were
dnven away., The premises were thoroughly
examined and nothing was found that excited
ALY susyp They ched the vicinity and
found no wts mround, only the watc hman's
house on the raft. The watchman had heard no
pistol shots the previous pight. He then sent
officers to varlous salvons around Weehawken
Lo see whether nny
BUaICIOUS PERSONS
had been seen nbhout. On Monday the Chlef sald
thut he ngain examinad the wounds, ns he was
considering what gort of an Instrument could
infict such, He wondered whether there was
not some instrament on a carthat might be used
with such resalts, After dinner the Chlef sald
e met Mr, Brooks, the assistant superintendent
of the rallroad, He asked Mr. Brooks to lo
the wounds, and agked him whether they had
not something on the one-horse cars that could
et such inguries, He sald nothing but the
ewiteh turner, The Chi nd Mr. Hrooks went
tothe ferry, and the latte howed the Chief n
awitch turner. He then described the stopping
of each car as It arrived, and the tUnding of the
switch turne ith blood on it, na described in
yesterday's SuN. The Chief also told how Dr,
Bengon misroscopleally examined the iron, and
declared that there wera blood and halr on it
He seraped the blood off It, put it between two
pleces of glasas, wet It, applicd the microscope,
end showed the Chief that it was blood, The
Chief also told how Dr. Benson fixed the in-
gtrument to the wounds of the murdered man,
and declared that in his opinion
IT WAS THE INSTHUMENT USED,

Mr. Morgan, counsel for the prisoner Berger,
objected Lo the evidence as not being what the
witness saw himsell. ‘The Coroner desired the
wilness Lo conline hils testimony to what he saw
himself.

The Chief proceeded. He then arrested the
prisoners. Mr. Brooke remarked, when the fact
respecting the hook was mentioned, that per-
haps the hooks had bien changed. At the re-
quest uf the District Atturney, the Chief pointed
out to the Jury the spot on the switch turner
where blood was found., The houses of the
prisoners were searched.

THE HARTFORD AND NEW HAVEN
RINGS IN CONFVENTION,

A Ritter Contest Over the Republican Noami«
pation for Governor—-A Lively Prelimi«

New Havew, Feb., 4.—The Republican
Conventlon to-morrow promises from present
appearances to be not only one of the largest,
but decldedly one of the warmest and livellest
that have been seen for many years. The pre-
liminary caucus In Brewster Hall to-night was
crowded with delegates and citizens, and the
discussion, which related only to the merits of
the rival candidatea for Governor, ran hot and
high. The feeling among the delegatos seemed
to be pretty decldedly ln favor of the nomina-
tlon of Henry P. Haven of New London for
Governor, but there wasa large crowd of New
Haven politicians In the hall who were vocifer-
ous in thelr applause when the name of Harrl-
son, the New Haven candidate, was mentioned,
and hissed the speakers for Haven. Among the
prominent Republicans here as delegate are, ex-
Congressmen Hrandagee of New London and
Burnham of Windham, and a great crowd of
lesser lights of the past from all sections of the
State.

THE PRINCIPAL EPEECTEA AT TNE CAUCUS
were made by Col. Dexter R. Wright of New
Haven, who made & warm appeal for Harrlson,
and Augustus Brandagee of New London, who
spoke at considerable length, and as though he
meant it, for lHaven. They were applauded and
hissed by turns. The only other candidates
brought forward were Benj. Douglass of Mid-
dletown and J. C. Walkley of Haddam, In pre-
senting the name of Mr. Douglass, Mr. Elmer of
Middletown made a facetious speech, which was
well recelved. His laudation of Douglass was
one of the funnlest things of the evening. The
drift of discussion disclosed a very bitter state
of feeling between the New Haven and Hartford
rings and the friends of the rival candidates.

THE FIGHT BETWEEN THE TWO RINGS,

Itis charged that the New Haven Ring has
sent round all over the 8Btate for blank delegate
certificates, promising to ill them out, and have
all the towns represented In the Convention.
The object of this is apparent enough., They
have not succeeded very generally, but In sev-
eral cases have met with rebuffs. They are very
confident, however, of nomlinating their man.
The Hartford Ring, on the other hand, are de-
pending as much on the general disgust among
the people with the operationgs of the New
Haven Ring that defeated Hawley last summer
as upon any popularity on the part of thelr can-
didate, Haven, who Is not much known outside

Mra. Dittenderfer's Mys us Visltors-
Barbara Schaffer's Tragle Ead-A Shocks
Ing Mpectacle—~Twe Throats Cut,

TLast evening, about 8 o'clock, & woman
and a man called at 10 Bleecker street and desired
tohire a room. They were shown up stairs into
the front room on the second floor. About ten
minutes past 9 the ocoupants of the house
heard a_terrible screaming and scuflling in
that room. Mra.® Mary Dittendorfer, the
landlady thinking the house was on fire, ran up
the front stairs. When she reached the head of
the stalrs the door of the front room was
thrownopen and a woman staggered out into the

hali and fell dead on the'stairs leading to the
third story. Her throat was cut from_ ear to
ear, and she waa -« literally covered with
blood which was still lowing from the wouud,
Hhe had evidently Just arisen from bed as she
hadon only & white undergarment and stock-
ings, A small white blanket was wrapped about
her shoulders, and with both bands she had
pressed the ends into the gaping wound to try
and stanch the terrible low of blood,

Mrs. Inttendorfer, half gtralyud with fear,
hastened Into the room, Thers on the bed Ia
a man with his throat eut, but still living.

THE MAN BTILL ALIVE.

A squad of policemen under Roundsman Con-
Iin were sent to take charge of the premises and
do what was necessary, Theyv bore the man to
the police siation wrapped in the bedclothes
and still breathing. e would _not give his
name, but whispered, * Born in France.” This
was all he sald. He taken to Bellevues Hos-
pital in an ambulance. It is believed he cannot
survive,

Mrs. Dittendorfer sald that the man and
woman called at her house and hired a room, to
which they were at once shown about § o'clock
last eveniug. Ehe never saw either of them be-
fore. The man was tall, looked like a German.
He had dark hair and a heavy moustache, He
was coarsely dress. Further than that she knew
nothing about him.

A man who was in the parlor, the room under-
neath where the murder was committed gave
his name as Edward Ulmar, and said that he
heard the screams of the woman and the nolse
of a scuflle, but nothing further.

THE SCENE OF THE MURDER,

A SN reporter visited the scene of the mur-
der at 10 Bleecker street about an hour after the
tragedy. Aster passing up the front stairs he
came to the hall, and on the second flight of
ttalrs leading to the third story lay the body of
the woman as she fell. She lay upon her right
tlde and In a large pool of blood, which had run
down the stairs from the wound in her throat,

In the front room where the murder was com=
mitted everything was in confuslon, as though
there had been astruggle for life.

Un the Aovor the police found a large razor,
apparently new, marked United BStates Navy
razor, ‘I'his was covered with blood, and was
cvidently the weapon with which the murder
;rnl rr-j mmittaa. The case for the razor was also
ound,

The bed stood with Its head against the west
slde of the room, which left sufficient room for
a person to walk about the three other sides.

On the north side of the room, between the
windows facing Hleecker street, stood the
bureau and dre mﬂ glass. It Is thought that
the woman was standing before thif glass when
she was first attacked, as there were spots of
blood on the window shutters on the right, and
a chalr was also overturned there. From this
spot to the door Is a line of bluod,

A MILLIONAIRE'S CORPSR COMING
ACROSS THE ATLANTIO,

The Death of Francis Warden of Pariss
An r Poor Malem Boy's Eventful Cae«

in Mr., Stewart’t
eurth Street Palace.

For the last three days the following
thort notice has appearea in the death columna
in some of the New York dallies, but being hide
den among a dozen similar and more wordg
announcements It has escaped the hasty reader’s

eye:

* Few persons outside of New York and Bostos
mercantile circles are probably aware that the
gentleman whose decease s thus Jolotly ame
nounced with that of his wife was for nearly
30 years one of the partners of the great house of
A. T, Btewart & Co,, and that almost the
whole of that time was fspent by him In manage
ing the business of the irm In Burope. He held
by priority of partnership the next place in rank
in the great establishment to that of Mr, Stewart

himself, his relations to the Iatter having boed
in France, Germany, and Italy, what Mr, Fox'y
are in Gréat Dritaln, and Mr. Libby's In_ the
United States. His ‘remains, with those of hif
wile, are expected here on the 14th or 16th inst
Mr. Stewart having recelved a cable despatch
yesterday from Clarence Warden, one of thq
sons of his deceased partner, informing him thal
they had been forwarded to thls country fot
burial in the steamship Hammonia. They ar¢
to be interred in either Harmony Grove, Salem,
Mass,, or Mount Auburn Cemetery in Boston,
MR, WARDEN'S EARLY LIFE IN AMERICA.

Mr. Warden waa born sixty-seven yoars ago, oy
humble parentage, in Salem, Mass. When a
young man he went to Boston and saved money
suficient to start a dry goods store with ond
Mr. Lemist, The firm was known as Lemist &
Warden. It falled with hundreds of othes
houses in the panle of 1837, and Mr. Warden was
a second time thrown on his resources, Whal
seemed to himn misfortune proved to be the best
thing that could have happened him. A Boston
fcntlemnn. now dead, who desired to help hi
nto business again, saw Mr, Euwnn.nmr tol
him that there was a capital chance for him tq
engage the services of a first-class salesman and
clerk possessing exqulsite taste In the selection
of dry goods. He concluded by recommendin
young Warden to Mr. Stewart. The bankrup
young merchant was told that he could have a
situation In Mr. Stewart's store as clerk in the
wholesale department. He accepted, and ene
tered in the store about I¥34. Mr, Stewart wag
then doing business in Broadway, between Mure
ray and Warren streeta. Mr. Warden proved sa
useful to his employer that he was taken Inta
partnership with Mr, Stewart after he had been
with him seven years, The understanding wag
that he should attend to purchasing in Europe,
and supervise the Parls store, for which he was
to receive asmall percentage ol the profits,which
were rapldly increasing.

YOUNG WARDEN IN EUCROPE,

Mr. Warden started abroad about 1845, and
rerlnuneully settled in Paris.  There were ver
ew American merchants in the French capl
then. Mr, Warden never returned to this couns
lrJ alter 1840, but remained on the continent
advancing the interests of A.T. Stewart & Co,
His chief task was the chioosing of goods for the
American market, in which he showed a very
nice discrimination. For many years all the
beautiful silks, laces, carpets, shawls, &c., that
were sent to Mr, Stewart were selected by bhim,
As trade Increased special buyers were encaged
and_ Mr. Warden was made gencral manage
of Stewart and Company's Continental dr
goods houses, He held this position until abou
elght months ago. Then t .dmnnenhlp was
dissolved at his own request. @ asked to hava
anew pariner take his plase, but as no ons was
sent to relleve him he coutinued as manazes
until he died.

THE AMERICANS' HOME IN PARIS,

Although a gentleman of retiring manner and
fond of domestic privacy, his home was alwavs
open to his countrymen o the French metropo=
Its, He lived in style for & score of years at 1§
lRus Derger, close to the Boulevard du Sebasto«
pol. His family eonsisted of his wife, thres
sons, and a daughter, Jullet, who married Capt,
Cardigan of the Britlsh srmy, brother of
Cardigan. Bhe Is attached to the'Queen's houses
hold. During the rebelllon Mr. Warden warml
espoused the cause of the North, and rendere
material ald.

Mr, Warden leaves & fortune which is estle
mated at ten millions, all of which he accumu-
lated during his ?urtuen\lnp with Mr. Stewart.
His illpess was of short duration, On hearing of
it My, Stewart telegraphed to Mr. Fox, his part-
ner in Great Britain, to go to Paris without de-
lay and learuy whether it was not possible to save
hie business associate, When Mr. Fox arrived,
Mr. Warden had been dead a few hours, his de<
cease having followed close upon that of his
wife, who was a Miss Davia of Hoston, It s
vrobable that Mr. Stewart will take both bodies
fnto his Fifth avenue palace on the arrival of the
Hammonla,
